heare of many Jnſolcncies repozted to bee committed by our Nation of Scotland to our Engliſh Dubiects , with this 
addition further, That the Magiſtrates and Juſtices are thought to bee remiſle towards ſuch, in doubt left the ſame 
ſhould be offenſiuely repozted to vs : 19ee haue thought it conuentent aſwell foz the ſatiſfaction ofthe one ſozt, as foz 
admonitton to the others, to publiſh by open lignification, That ſeeing it hath pleaſed Almightie God tocall vs tothe 
Sup:eme power ouer both, u»ee are purpoſed to be an vniuerſall and equall Soueraigne to themboth, and toadmi- 
niſter Jultice where there ſhall be occaſion, without any wozldly reſpect to either of them. And therefoze doe hereby 
entopne all Lieutenants, Peputie Lieutenants, Juffices of Peace, and all other our Officers and Miniſters of this 
Kingdome, that whenſoeuer {complaint ſhall be made to anyof them, that bzeach of Peace is committed by thoſe of 
our Nation of Scotland, vpon the Subtects of England, oz bythe Subiects of England vpon thoſe of the Nationof 
Scotland, Jn both which kinds wee heareof many great abuſes, though ſometimes aggrauated accozdingto the yu- 
mourof the Repozters, they ſhall carefully vponeuery complaint,examine with all indifferencie the particulers of eue- 
ry fuch Action, andcauſepuniſ<ment to be inflicted vpon the partie offending, without reſpect of Natton, accozding to 

the Lawes of this Realme, 

And to the end thep map not doubt to pzoceed to the executton thereof: As we doe hereby not onely aſſure them that 
we will trengthen andmaintaine all Officers and Dagiftrates in the exccution of their Offices,foz the pzeſeruation of 
the publike Peace ofthis Realme : So1f we ſhall ſee at any tine that any Magiftrate ſhall be low to redzeſle ſuch grie- 
uances, 02 punilh the Offenders, ne ſhall haue cauſe to thinke, that they are willing tonouriſh ſomecauſeofſuchru- 
mo2s,the rather to ſerue fo2 colour o2 cauſe of further alienation, and ſoby conſequence of ſedition among ourxeople, 
andanhinderance to that vnion betweene both States, which ts one of the greateſt benefits that we bzing with vs to 
our people fo: thetr ſtrength and ſafety; in gouerning of whom, though ne mutt vſe, as all other Pztnces doe, themf- 
niftery ofſubo:dinate Minifters, yet God Almighty knoweth, that inour owne minde there is nota thought of par- 
tialitie towardseither of them, but an internall deſire and reſolution to affoozd indifferent Grace and Juffice to all: 
Foz demonſtration whereof ue haue been fozccd to publiſh thus much, left the iniquitie of Faction and vnruly ſpt- 
rits might blemiſh the innocencie and integritieof our heart towards all our Subtects, whom Wee holde dearer
